Tbe ptHitical prls- 
Msrs to be relesssd by Spain are sucb 
as are now In exile at Ceuta, In }lo- 
rocco, or at other Spanish penaJ set- 
tlements.

TO PAY CUBAN TROOF8. 

Oanaral Oarel« Arraaclnir For a Teii«b

Washington, Dec. 1. — Tbe members 
tt tbe oommlsslon delegated to visit 
the United States to discuss wltb .of- 
ficials of this government tbe maay 
problems which confront both Cubana 
and Americans on the island are here.

SENATOR BOAR 

DacUres Asatost ihe Aeqalsltlon of the 
Phlllopina lalauili. 

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 1— Senator 
Hoar announced bimaelf as positively 
opposed tfi tlie acquisition of the Phil- 
ippines by the United States, 

In a communication he says: "If 
(he report is true that it Is proposed 
to buy of Spain the 'sovereignty of the 
Philippine Islands,' aad to pay $20,000.- 

000 for It, I do not b«Ilsfre that such » 
treaty will ^bf agreed to, and I do not 
believe It ought to be agreed to. 

"Spain has very little sovereignty In 
the Philippines to sell just now, and 

1 do not think the people of the United 
States are In tbe msl'ket to buy sover- 
eignty, or that the oonstltutlon has 
conferred on any body the right to b\iy 
any such commodity. The constitu- 
tion was framed upon the theory that 
sovereignty la not a saleable article. 

"Tbe people of tbe United Stateshave 
aonterred on nobody tbe power to 
hake such purchases In their behalf. 
We have acquired territory either va- 
cant or so sparsely settled that there 
was no people capable of governing It 
and no germ ol a national Uffc We 
bave also in one recent case aoi|itlred 
a territory where the original gefin of 
national life had perished. But neither 
of these precedents applies to tbe Phil- 
ippine archipelago, with its mlllloas of 
inbabltanta." 



Will Maatar Oat Talnateem. 

Washington, Dec. 1. — If congreas, 
early in tbe session, should nuke pro- 
vision for tbe increase o< tbe regular 
army It Is quite probable that none of 
the volunteer regiments now in the 
service will be sent to do garrison 
duty In Cuba. The troops first to be 
sent to Cuba will be composed largely 
of regular regiments, so far as they 
are available. Plana are maturing for 
the muster out of as many volunteers 
now in service as Is possible. The de- 
mand of the enlisted men to go home 
and leave tbe service Isgrowinggreater 
every day. This Is true la nearly 
every garrison, and tbe arrival of sen- 
ators and representatives with re- 
quests for the muster out of regiments 
has largely incTsassd daring tlia past 
three days. . , 

Isavravemaat In tha Army. 

Washington, Dec. 1. — A great im 
provement In the health of Lhe army 
has taken place within the last two 
months, as shown by tbe last reports 
to the surgeon general from tbe field 
and general hospitals. The hospitals 
at Chlckamauga park have been emp 
tied and abandoned. The same is true 
of the division field hospitals at Camp 
Hamilton, I<exlngton, Ky.. and Jack 
sonvllle, F'la. The hospital train, 
which has carried nearly 4,000 sick 
men from the various camps to gen- 
eral hospitals, is now lying Idle at 
Washington. 

Haaiicotn Plnada Nat Oalltr. 
Philadelphia. Dec. 1.— The court- 
martial appointed to Investigate the 
charges made s^calntt Naval Construc- 
tor John I**. Hanseom, Che League Is- 
land officer accused of allowing work- 
men at the navy yard too much pay 
for oTertime, proceeded with their in- 
quiry. Tbe proceedinga opened with 
the reading, of t)|« T^rious speciflca- 
tiona of the four charges adbnst Hans- 
eom, and tbe latter, wbo was present 
with his counsel.

New York, Dec. 1.— Hannis Taylor, 
late American minister to Spain, baa 
published a scathing criticism of the 
work of the American peace commis- 
sion. 

Mr. Taylor contenda that in tbe ne- 
gotiations with Spain respecting Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, tha 
members of tbe commission should 
bate been guided by the precedent es- 
tablished by this country in Its dsal- 
ings wltb Mexico after the victorious 
issue of the American war. Then, he 
says, we refused, aa Mexico lay help- 
less at our feet, to take from her a 
alngle square mile of territory by 
right of conquest Our commissioners 
were Instriibted to offer her $15,000,000 
in cash and the assumption upon our 
part of morp than 000,000 due from 
her to American citizens as compen- 
sation for the area out of which has 
been carved California, Nevada, Ari- 
lonn, Utah and New Mezloa "And 
thus." says Mr. Taylor, "was estab- 
lished a new principle of moral law 
which standH alone, perhapa, In <tbe 
annals of the nations." 

Mr. Taylor contends that now, when 
for the first time since the conquest 
9f Mexico, we have another Tan- 
qulshed nation at our feet, we owe to 
Spain ail the consideration and Justice 
that can be due to the weak from the 
Strong, especially as Spain uas been 
an old and a good friend, wltb whom 
we had never betMW broken oft diplo- 
matic relations. Tbe arrangement 
which has been concluded by the 
American commission, Mr. Taylor 
characterizes aa "a vast ravishment." 

"We have refused arbitration. We 
have Sttnunarlly demanded the surren- 
der of the entire Philippine archipel- 
ago, and as a salve to Spain we bave 
tendered $20,000,000. The war lias cost 
us directly about $165,000,000, and as 
compensation for that outlay we have 
appropriated Porto Rico^ which can 
hardly be valued at much leas than 
double that amount. It is difficult to 
understand, therefore, why. In dealing 
with Cuba and the Philippines, we 
should have been unwilling to recog 
nize tbose reasonable and natural 
equities which follow acquired terrl 
torles. 

"In the case of the Philippines we 
have admitted that so far as the debts 
of these islands represent expenditures 
for the Improvement of the country 
they must 'run with the land' and con- 
stitute a charge upon It Upon what 
grounds have we rejected the ap^lca- 
tion of that elementary principle, of 
law and common honesty to the ease 
of Cuba? The pretenso ttiat it can not 
be there applied because we do not In- 
tsad to accept sovereignty over Cuba 
will not avail, for aa aoon as Cuba is 
evacuated by the Spanish troops the 
United States will ezerolse a qualified 
sovereignty over the Islands and being 
a military government there and rig- 
idly enforcing all laws for tbe purpose 
of eolleeting revenue, both external 
and Internal, a condition whteh must 
exist until congress orders otherwise. 
In the case of Cuba, as well a.s in that 
of the Philippines, the amount of pa- 
cific expenditures made by Spain for 
the p^mapent improvement of tbe 
Island should have beeo recogabed as 
a legal charge upon It"

VIEWS OF LATIN DIPLOMATS 



A Bavolt That Jtaaaa tha Death Blaw to

Washington, Dec. 1.— The uprising 
in Salvador has reached the dimen- 
sions of a revolution. In the judgment 
of oflldals and diplomata familiar with 
affairs In that quartsr. Prealdent On- 
tlerres has given way to General Re- 
galado, who has formed a provisional 
government. The changes are con- 
strued by some of them as a death 
blow to tha newly formed republic, 
known aa the United Statee of Central 
America, composed of Salvador, Nic- 
aragua and Honduras, one of whose 
main purposes was to provide a joint 
military force for common defense 
against uprisings, but oiber- .diplomats 
uke Jnst tbe reverse vle*irf--'''^ 

A gentleman sustaining an ofllclal 
relation to the government of Nicara- 
gua, who is here in cDunection with 
canal affairs, said that tbe deposition 
ot President Outlerres by Oeneral Re* 
gal ado appeared to be established be-- 
yond doubt. In the judgement of this 
official the change would be rather fa- 
vorable to the Central American union 
than otherwise, for the reason that 
Oeneral Begalado was known to be a 
sincere friend of the union, whereaa 
President Gutierrez was regarded as a 
secret fo<^ to the alliance. 

Members of President Iglesias' party, 
on the other hand, construe tbe result 
of tbe Salvadorlaa uprising as a death 
blow to the Central American union. 
One of the chief officials of the party 
said the union was designed for the 
sole purpose of keeping In power tbe 
three rulers of the states entrlng t|is 
union, namsly, Zelaya. ot Nicaragua, 
Bonllla of Honduras, and Outlerres ot 
Salvador. This ofitdal said he under- 
stood that In the uprising General Re- 
galado, who led the movement, had on 
bis flaga words signifying his purpope 
to oppose the union and to demand the 
separate sovereignty of Salvador. 

Much curiosity Is aroused as to the 
whereabouts of former I'residejit Gti- 
tierrez, as the reports do not say what 
haa become of him. One of the offi- 
cials here believed that Outlerres haa 
been allowed to escape. 

Among the Costa Ricans who are 
here the outcome of the Salvado.'an 
trouble Is taken as another reason why 
Costa Rica should not Join the Cen- 
tral American onlba. President Igle- 
sias has regarded the union as asperl- 
mental. 



OMan Ooltspaail. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 1. — The 
attempt to efftx-t a coalition betweeu 
the states of Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Salvador, to be conducted under a 
common administration and kaowa as 
the United States of Central America, 
has failed completely. Tbe federal or- 
ganizers fdiiiially declared the union 
dissolved, the three states resuming 
respectively absolute sovereignty. The 
collapse Is due to the failure ot the 
troops ot Honduraa, acting In bAalf 
of the federal rirgar izers, to suppress 
the outbreak in Salvador against the 
proposed federation and to tOTOO Bol* 
vador into the union.

Tbo propoood payment of a large aom 
of money to Spain for the Philippine Is- 
lands is likely to strike many people with 
surprise. There is in it something like a 
confenion that they have not fallen to us 
in a way that puts us under obligations 
to take them, which may be objected to. 
Neither individualB nor nationa pay large 
sums for tbe privilege of discharging a 
duty which it would be a wrong on their 
part not to meet. 

The anomaly in tbe case was that, 
while tbe cruelty, the injustice, the ra- 
pacity of Spain toward the Philippine Is- 
lands were depicted in a way which 
seemed to leave oo no^altomative bat to 

engage in the rescue of thia people from 
her control, and we had so rescued them, 
we were then aiked to spend 110,000,000 
to buy Spain away. But what had Spain 
to sell? We had complotoly conquered 
her at arms? She had no military foot* 
hold remaining in the Philippines. There 
was clearly nothing left but the equitv in 
the case. What equity were we obliged 
to recognise toward her as the eSect of 
Cresting from her a power that she had 
abused to an extent that compelled us to 
deprive her of it? Would it not have 
been far more appropriate for as if we 
had $20,000,000 to spend in that quarter 
to distribute it for the benefit of the de- 
spoiled, rather than make a gift of it to 
the despoilers? 

It strikes us that, if we make this 
money outlay for natiooal aggrandise- 
ment, we can use it better elsewhere, and 
if it is to be parted with on the ground 
of equity and philanthropy, there is an 
obviously preferable field for its use. 

Tbb Court of Appeals has decided tbe 
caao of Maoon Oooeh, Hoge <Ie Co. and 

others against the Southern Construction 
Company, of Louisville, involving $150,- 
000. Tbo stoekholders of the construc- 
tion company were sued by the creditors 
of the company to recover $150,000 which 
the company had distributed to ito stock* 
holders, the creditors claiming that said 
payment of unearned dividends amounted 
to an appropriation by the stockholders 
of the entire capitel stock of the com- 
pany. The Court of Appeals sustains 
the contention of the creditors and di- 
recte tbe otookholdera of the company to 
refond tbo $180,000 and take their chances 
with the creditora of tho oompany.
